ACCIDENT TOLL 1400 
OVER 2 HOLIDAYS, 
900 AUTO DEATHS 


CHICAGO, Jan. 2 (AP)—Nearly 
1400 persons lost their lives in 
the United States in violent ac- 
cidents in the New Year's and 
Christmas holidays. 

The New Year’s holiday total 
of 611 was 175 less than the rec- 
ord 789 total for the four-day 
Christmas holiday. 

Traffic accidents in the two big 
holiday weekends caused about 
900 deaths, including 375 in the 
four-day New Year's holiday, 
when the National Safety Council 
had estimated 350 persons would 
be killed, 

Nearly 200 persons perished in 
fires, including 69 from 6 p.m. 
Friday to last midnight (ocal 
time). The weekend survey also 
showed 167 persons killed in 
miscellaneous. mishaps as com- 
pared to 143 over the Christmas 
holiday. 

The biggest reduction in acci- 
dental deaths during the 102-hour | 
period over New Year's was in 
traffic. 

Motor accidents caused 535 fa- | 
talities in the four-day Christmas 
holiday.

The firm was dissolved last Au- 
gust after handling about 50 tax 
fraud cases.

The confederation, quoting re- 
liable sources, said that the Com- 
munists sometimes direct repris- 
als against whole minority 
groups. 

“The Romanian authorities, for 
instance, recently deported 14,000 
people in one night from the 
Yugoslav frontier zone,” the re- 
port said. “From their side of 
the Yugoslav frontier, the Bul- 
garians have deported 2000 fami- 
lies, and the Hungarians, a total 
of 10,000 people. ...

Weil was called in on the Car- 
dinal Mindszenty trial because 
of his closeness to Prime Min- 
ister Rakosi. Mrs. Weil is the 
prime minister’s personal physi- 
cian, and at such times he visits 
her office, the secret police notify

The drugging of the cardinal 
took place after 82 hours of 
cross-examination at 60 Andrassy 
street during which he resisted 
remarkably well.

An Editor Tells Us Off. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Your editorial. “No Bypass for Busi- 

*. Mess,” relative to the proposed reloca- 

tion of Highway 60 around Charleston 

has been received with mixed feeling 
in these parts. 

You state that a study by the Cali- 
fornia Highway Commission indicates 

_ that bypasses can help business. Per- 
haps so in some cases in California and 
also in Missouri, but we fail to see how 

' a “non-access” highway can help any- 
one—except the transient, hellbent on 
going somewhere. 

Perhaps your editorial writer is not 
familiar with the type of highway pro- 
posed for Charleston by the Highway 
Commission. Our small segment of 
Route 60, roughly that segment from 
Cairo to Sikeston, would be known as 
an Inter-regional Route. It would be a 
super-speed, four lane affair from which 

, most, if not all, local business would be 
excluded. 

It would effectively isolate Charles- 
ton. Under no circumstances could 
the city expand southward toward the 
proposed highway. Local traffic would 

~ use parallel gravel roads. There is 

* no similar segment on Highway 60 with- 
in 300 miles east or west of Charleston. 


Perhaps the folks down this way feel 
too keenly about their highway. You 
see, long before the Post-Dispatch 
sought to dictate the policy of the State 
Highway Commission; long before a 
Highway Commission, or a Federal Bu- 
reau of Roads existed, the folks down 
this way chipped in out of their own 
pockets and built their own all-weather 
concrete highways. 

When this process proved insufficient 
the folks in Charleston and Mississippi 
county floated their own $250,000 bond 
issue (equivalent to a million dollars 
today) and built a network of all- 
weather, concrete highways of which 
Charleston, the county seat was the hub, 
and four highways the spokes of the 
wheel. 

Route 60 from Birds Point (Cairo) to 
Bertrand is a portion of this system 
which the folks down here paid for out 
of their own pockets without benefit of 
dictation from Washington, Jefferson 
City. or St. Louis. The locally floated 
good road bonds were burned several 
years ago. We paid for them in local 
taxes. 

Now the folks are slightly resentful 
of the fact that a bunch of outlanders 
and strangers propose to take their 
route out of the picture bodily. 
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The fact that necessary right of way 
to meet the demands of modern traffic 
can be secured through the city, and a 
mew, modern highway created in its 
present location, cheaper than the pro- 

osed, super-route, can be constructed 

as probably escaped your attention. 
Such, however, is the fact. 

There is the temptation to digress 
from our own troubles and point to 
traffic conditions in your town, the 
hopeless congestion, the parking prob- 
lem, and the endless confusion and be- 
wilderment caused by your inane, po- 
litically-inspired traffic direction system 
—or, lack of same. But we will forego 
that pleasure. 

Should we succumb to temptation we 
would be guilty of trying to blow your 
nose instead of our own, and God 
knows we'd both be busy if we would 
just mind our own affairs—while you 
mind yours.

Up to Gov. Stevenson 


It is almost two weeks since the horrible 
blast in the West Frankfort mine which snuffed 
out 119 lives—a worse disaster than that which 


' befell Centralia in 1947. 


About all that has happened so far is that 
the. tragic survivors have buried their dead, 
generous. funds have \been collected for the 
families of the victims and a joint investigation 
has been undertaken. 

Here are three matters which Gov. Stevenson 
should: take for consideration: 

1. The need for a formal public hearing 


under state auspices at which pertinent ques- 
‘tions may be asked aud answers received. 


2. The question of calling a special ses- 
sion of the Illinois Legislature to enact 
a modernized safety code. 


3. The question of whether this explosion 
requires a change in the directorship of the 
IHinois State Department of Mines. 


Let us take up these matters in order. 

The need for a public hearing is obvious. The 
joint investigation brought out certain facts, but 
it did not summon witnesses under oath, ask 
questions and record the answers. 

The officers of the Chicago, Wilmington and 
Franklin Coal Co.—operators of Orient Mine No. 
2—should be called and put on oath to tell the 
truth. So should others who know about condi- 
tions in the mine in the weeks leading up to the 
explosion. 

For how could there be any sound legal action, 
unless the full facts are known? The officers of 
the company which owned the Centralia mine 
took the stand. The officers of the West Frank- 
fort mine should do as much. 

Now as to a special session: 

Gov. Stevenson said last May 16 that “current- 
ly our safety record is very good, but that situ- 
ation could be sharply altered at any moment.” 
The blast at West Frankfort was a tragic ful- 
fillment of his concern. Who can say that 
another explosion will not occur in some other 
Illinois mine within the next week or two? 

The point here is that the Illinois mine safety 
code, rejected last winter and spring by the 
unions and mine operators alike, should be per- 
fected and enacted into law. If the Governor 
does not call a special session of the Legislature, 
the code will not be considered until 1953. Then 
it probably would not become a law until about 
18 months from now. 

The record shows that Gov. Stevenson tried 
to get the modernization through a year ago 
and was turned down. Would he not now greatly 
improve his position, the Legislature’s and the 
union’s by calling the legislators to Springfield 
for a short session to enact the code once it is 
approved by all those concerned? 

It would cost some money but Centralia cost 
111 lives and now West Frankfort has taken 
119 more. Failure to enact costs infinitely more 
than money, 
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Finally there is the question of Director Eadie. 
He was chosen in accordance with the custom 
that the coal operators are represented in the 
person of the director. Even so, much can be 
said for him. He has not used the mine inspec- 
tors for political shake-downs as Robert M. 
Medill did. He supported the Governor's efforts 
for modernization of the safety code. 

But he is a former employe of the very mine 
which blotted out all these lives. He should 
have insisted on the most scrupulous application 
of safety rules at his old mine. His record and 
his company’s record were good—until the ex- 
plosion. He backed the company in saying that 
the ignored recommendations of the federal 
inspectors were “controversial.” To that extent 
at least he took risks with the lives of the men 
below. 

Gov. Stevenson should arrange forthwith for 
the official public hearing, by special commis- 
sion if necessary. He has somewhat longer on 
the questions of the special session and the 
directorship but soon he will need to come to 
grips with them, too.

No Bright New Star 

New Year’s day brought another member to 
the roster of nations, the Kingdom of Libya. It 
is the strip of sand which came to the attention 
of most Americans only when Gen. Rommel 
made it a parade ground for his Afrika Korps. 

Libya’s population of 1,050,000 is more than 
99 per cent illiterate. It has no trained adminis- 
trators, engineers, doctors or lawyers. Except 
for those in the three coastal cities of Tripoli, 
Benghazi and Tobruk, the Libyans are largely 
nomads moving from oasis to oasis. 

They are not even a united people, having 
long been separated by desert and law into the 
three somewhat jealous districts of Tripolitania, 
Cyrenaica and Fezzan. The new country’s 200 
miles: of railroad track and three locomotives 
are hardly enough to tie it together. 

This may, however, be accomplished by its 
new monarch, King Idris I, chief of the anti- 
Italian Senussi tribesmen. He will have the help 
of a staff of British civil servants and $6,000,000 
from the British Exchequer as well as smaller 
contributions from the United States, France 
and the United Nations. Help from the older 
Arab states is out of the question, but they will 
introduce plenty of trouble-breeding ideas. 

Whether Libya really should have been set 
up as an independent state may well be argued. 
But the great powers could not decide what to 


. do with the territory after having wrested it 


from the Italians. This gave the smaller UN 
members, especially the Arab and Latin Ameri- 
can states, their chance to put over the inde- 
pendence resolution in 1949. “Al 
Since the Libyan constitution is reasonably 
democratic, the country might be able to work 
out a destiny of sorts if left to itself. But the 
Arabs of Tunisia already are using it as an ar- 
‘gument for their own freedom from the French, 
and the Egyptians would like to turn it against 
the British. The European powers also are in- 
terested because of Libya’s strategic importance. 
Both the British and the French ha¥Ve the right 
to keep troops in the country, and the United 
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States has one of its largest overseas air fields : 


in Libya. Mussolini’s colonists demonstrated be- 
fore the war that the country has some possi- 
bilities. In fact, about 45,000 Italians still have 
the best farms and business enterprises in Libya. 
Maybe they can help the now sovereign Arabs 
by precept and example. But one cannot help 
wondering about the future of a nation with so 
few resources, human and material, of its own. 
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To Break the Parking Jam 

Parking is likely to remain a bumper-to- 
bumper morass in St. Louis until the authority 
and responsibility for clearing it away is put 
in one place. And. that is what Joseph J. 
Feuchter, a consulting engineer, recommends 
after a study here. 

More than two years ago Mayor Darst said 
the city would take “immediate steps” to estab- 
lish more off-street parking. More than a year 
ago a Missouri Supreme Court decision opened 


_ the way for the city to lease or operate garages 


and parking lots. But no concrete has been laid 
and the parking problem has grown steadily. 
Moreover, the city has no central agency respon- 
sible for doing anything about it. 

Mr. Feuchter recommends just such an agency 
with even broader powers than hitherto sug- 
gested. He proposes a municipal parking com- 
mission which could acquire and develop land 
for parking. But it would also have authority 
to set up special tax assessment districts, and 
to ration the cost of parking among the motor- 
ists, the city and property owners. 

It is a fact, as Mr. Feuchter states statistically, 
that the motorist now pays the whole parking 
cost, yet the benefits of adequate parking are 
shared by business interests and the city as a 
whole. Parking space is as much benefit to a 
store, for example, as to its customers. And the 
cost of the required facilities will be so large 
that motorists certainly cannot foot the whole 
bill for them. 

Parking remains a key to the traffic blight. 
For as the Feuchter survey shows, nearly half 
the downtown traffic does not stop to park at 
all, but struggles on through the area. Half the 
drivers trying to park interrupt the progress 
of the half trying to go someplace, and so the 
jam grows. 

A long range solution calls for more thorough 
routes and expressways which are now only 
blueprints and dreams. But interim relief re- 
quires more parking lots and garages. Who is 
going to do the job? 

When responsibility for parking is placed 
properly, then the public will know what to 
expect, and where to sound its horn if there 
is too much delay.

What Two States Did 


Partisans in the Missouri Legislature who 
have brought on the congressional redistricting 
mess should be further embarrassed by what has 
happened in Ohio and West Virginia. 

These two states. retain the same number of 
Representatives in Congress. Yet because the 
population of their districts had grown unequal, 
both states have redistricted to bring about a 
more equal representation. 

In Jefferson City equal representation—equal 
weight for the influence of each voter—was 
never seriously considered last year. The Dem- 
ocrats’ only purpose was to get as much political 
advantage as possible. For the Republicans it was 
to do as well for themselves as they could. 

The welfare of the voter was shunted aside— 
and now the fight has produced the possibility 
that all 11 Congressmen elected next November 
will “represent” the state at large. 
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Football Bows Out 


Just a day or so before the leviathans of the 
gridiron went a-bowling, for cash and glory, two 
other universities dropped intercollegiate foot- 
ball. Reasons given by San Francisco and’ 
Loyola of Los Angeles were “the present situa- 
tion” and growing financial deficits. Even sen- 
sational success on the field—San Francisco's 
team led by All-American Ollie Matson had an 
undefeated season—apparently is not enough 
to overcome the money problem. 

Smaller schools, of course, have a bigger 
problem than the huge state universities. 
With limited funds available, they are under- 
standably more reluctant to divert money from 
academi¢ purposes to an ever more demanding 
sports program. And church-sponsored schools 
may also be more conscious of the questionable 
morality involved in fielding a team good enough 
to make the headlines nowadays. 

So it is not surprising that San Francisco and 
Loyola, both Jesuit instituticns, have decided to 
abandon the sports entertainment business and 
to put more of their resources into their prime 
business of education. St. Louis University 
authorities reached the same conclusion earlier. 
Others are almost sure to follow. 

Seme fans and alumni may regret that the 
action was so drastic. Perhaps the schools might 
have followed the example of Washington Uni- 
versity. Football as a game played by students 
ought not to be so expensive. At the moment, 
it is less glamorous than the game played by 
the campus professionals. Yet the students and 
alumni of many a small college manage to have 
a fine time on a bright autumnal Saturday aft- 
ernoon without staging a Cecil B. DeMille sports 
extravaganza. 

So the choice faced by conscientious academic 
administrators is de-emphasis or discontinuation. 
The sure thing is that hypocritical profession- 
alism cannot be continued, except at a high cost 
to the prestige and influence of our colleges 
and universities. 
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South Africa Set kes a Grab? 


South Africa has made no secret of its desire 
to annex Southwest Aftica which it now admin- 
isters under a trusteeship. It has blatantly re- 
fused to give an account of its stewardship to 
the Trusteeship Council, and it has madé it im- 
possible for native chiefs of the area to carry 
their complaints to the United Nations. These 
leaders simply are refused permission to travel. 

The South Africans also have their eyes on 
British colonies farther to the north. The at- 
tempt to prevent such a grab by setting up a 
new dominion in this territory has all but failed. 
London seems to have too many troubles to get 
into a fight with Dr. Malan, especially since 
he is threatening to pull South Africa out of 
the Commonwealth. 

But the natives who have been treated reason- 


_ably well by British‘administrators want no part 
‘of South African racist rule. Says one of the 


native leaders: “If Britain lets us down, it can 
only be regarded as such a breach of faith as 
has never before been committed in the history 
of British rule in Africa.” 

Inter-racial relations in Africa undoubtedly 
have their thorns. But in the present state of 
the world, the last thing the West can desire is 
a brutal, sullen, long-drawn-out fight between 
black and white,

scandals in government, editorial says: he has all the laws and 
authority required to order job done; he should find a new Attor- 
ney General and Treasury Secretary to get rid of weaklings.

Federal Judge Thomas F. Murphy of 
New York, who rejected appointment to 
head a special Truman “clean-up squad,” 
is being gentle about it when he puts his 
refusal upon the ground. that federal 
judges ought not 8o absent themselves 
from judicial duties to undertake other 
jobs. 

That's a cogent reason, we agree, but 
not the most compelling. The really big 
one is that no special presidential “crime 
commission” of this kind is necessary. 
Mr. Truman has all the law, authority 
and organization he 
needs right now. 

All he has to do is 
to cause it to func- 
tion. He doesn’t 
need a committee, 
and if he insists on 
having one, the pre- 
sumption will be 
strong that he does 
not trust his Attor- 
ney General and De- 
partment of Justice 
to do their sworn 
duty honestly and 
completely. 

That presumption 
can hardly be regard- 
ed as far-fetched, in view of the lassitude 
of Attorney General Howard McGrath to- 
ward enforcement of federal tax laws, 
which has broken down in many parts of 
the country, at least as to tax dodgers 
with special connection in the Internal 
Revenue Department and the Department 
of Justice. ' 


Mr. Truman doesn’t need a new com- 
mittee; he needs a new Attorney General 
and a new Secretary of the Treasury. 

He needs a man like John Carroll of 
Denver to restore integrity to the Depart- 
ment of Justice—to make it the protector 
of the Government and the people against 
crooks with influence or without it.

He needs a man like Stuart Symington 
as Secretary of the Treasury—a man of 
inflexible honesty and official diligence, 
who would know what went on in the 
Treasury organization, and who would not 
stand for funny business from anybody, 
not even a political stalwart or the protege 
of a party big wig. 

Carroll would do the same kind of job 
in the Justice Department that Symington 
would perform for Treasury. There'd be 
no tax frauds by complaisant or bought-off 
federal attcrneys. There would be vigor 
and honesty and clean, efficient adminis- 
tration. 

As a matter of fact, until Truman cleans 
up the Justice Department, no committee, 
no matter how dignified, honest and effi- 
cient, could get anywhere. 

If crooks are found, they must be prose- 
cuted, and that’s the Justice Department's 
job—a job it has been shirking. What 
reason is there to assume a better per- 
formance by McGrath, no matter how 
many committees prod him with facts? 

At the best of it, the proposed commit- 
tee would have even less power than a 
congressional body—no power to subpena, 
to punish for contempt. The whole pro- 
ceeding, we predict, will develop into a 
very unfunny joke on the American people 
if Truman persists in going through with 
it. 

We repeat: The laws are there, the ma- 
chinery is there. Get rid of the weaklings, 
McGrath and Snyder, put good men in 
their places, and the evildoers will be 
found and punished. 

The only reason for not doing that 
would be an indefensible loyalty to parti- 
sanship, to party cronies. 

That, under present circumstances, car- 
ries an imputation no one wants to raise 
against the President of the United States, 
namelv, that he’s trying for a whitewash, 
or just window-dressing a strange reluc- 
tance to bring about a real reformation. 


Taped for History

West Virginia has not merely a steno- 
graphic record but a complete tape record- 
ing of the deliberations of its House of 
Delegates, the lower house of the state 
legislature. 

This is the outgrowth of a system that 
began with the placing of a microphone on 
each lawmaker’s desk for a public address 
system, A natural next step was tape re- 
cording. 


Among the resultant advantages, Wil- 
liam E; Flannery, Speaker of the House, 
reports a great savings in salaries of expert 
stenographers, economy of filing space for 
the recordings, and the possibility of play- 
ing back any passage for printing in the 
journal or to establish exactly what was 
said and even with what inflection. 


It is doubtless more than coincidence 
that West Virginia is one of the 17 or more 


states whose legislatures employ electrical 
or pushbutton voting machines instead of 
time-consuming rol! calls. In a few seconds 
such a machine not only takes a vote or 
a quorum call but automatically totals und 
records the count. 

The use of voting machines if not also 
of tape recording would be of immense 
value in the houses of Congress in Wash- 
ington, where greater streamlining of pro- 
cedures is obviously needed if the national 
legislature is to keep up with its growing 
volume of business and is to cope with 
the use of roll calls in filibusters. 

Red tape has long been a “ge for bu- 
reaucratic stagnation; possibly recording 
tape will become a symbol of up-to-date- 
ness in legislative methods. If so, it is very 
much to be desired that it may bring with 
it automatic roll-call machines in the halls 
of Congress.

Not Included in the Bible 


THE MASTER, Max Brod. (Philosophical Library, 
426 pqs., $4.75. ' 
Three distinct trends can be noted in 

today’s popular literature. One theme is 

the “bum as a culture hero” (“Naked and 
the Dead,” “From Here to Eternity,” the 

Erskine Caldwell and James Cain novels). 

Here the Private, the hobo, the hash sling- 

er are the protagonists of the novel instead 

of the usual nobleman and captain of in- 
dustry. 

The second trend is the “avatar bitch 
novel.” In these books the main char- 
acter is a heroine who rides roughshod 
over her men exploiting her sex appeal 
as a means to attain power (“Forever 
Amber,” “Blood Money.” “The Strange 
Woman,” “Duchess of Hotspur,” for in- 
stance). 

The third of today’s popular, literary 
horsemen is the religious novel a3 exem- 
plified by the works of Sholem Asch and 
Lloyd Douglas, to cite just two. 

“The Master” of course is the “religious 
novel.” Outside of their spiritual message 
these religious vehicles attempt to illumi- 
nate the course of history by recreating 
the social scene and mores of the times. 
“The Master” fails badly in both these 
aspects. After reading it one may also 
exclaim: Is this the Bible? How fancy 
can you get!

Hold on to your sled, for here is the 
story. Meleager. a Greek scholar, on the 
subversive list of the Roman Empire, has 
camouflaged his identity and gets a job 
on the staff of Pontius Pilate in Jerusalem.

But Shoshanna is suspicious of him. And 
for good cause, too, it turns out. Jason 
is no Greek scholar—he is none other 
than Jehuda of Kariot. There is also the 
Roman equivalent of the N.K.V.D. headed 
by Tuscus. Hold on to your sled hter 
now—for here we take another one of the 
same curve. Tuscus also is a Greek schol- 
ar in disguise. , Why? Search me!

Anyhow, you know the end, but here is 
one thing Mark, Luke, John and Matthew 
never knew. Shoshanna is thrown down 
a ravine by the Romans and dies. Mele- 
ager joins the Galilee rebels and Tuscus 
walks into a trap set for him. 

Dull sentences meander sloppily through 
page long paragraphs and the conversa- 
tion at times reaches unscaled heights of 
banality. The scholarship is scanty and 
I venture to say, dubious. Roman times 
as outlined by author Brod are so sketchy 
that were they not identified as Roman 
one could just as well have assumed that 
all this was happening on the moon. 

The book adds fiothing to our under- 
standing of Christianity nor of the times 
when Christ lived. I doubt whether the 
book will achieve any popularity, but with 
religious novels riding high now in popu- 
larity, it may well be that some book club 
will select it as its chcice of the month and 
high pressure it into some sort of best 
séller list. It is so beautifully bound and 
written with such high pretensions that 
this could easily happen.

What the People Want. 


In short, no progressive need 
bother to apply. 

Maybe so. Yet these assump- 
tions may prove not altogether 
valid or sufficient, especially the 
second. It might be that, some- 
how or other and somewhere or 
other, the party should decorate 
the front it shows to the public 
with some samples, at least, of the 
fundamental, worthwhile things 
that New Dealism and Fair Deal- 
ism have done for the people.

‘The important thing is how you 
are going to win,” he said. “If I'm 
an amateur, if I don’t win it’s not 
going to put me out of business.” 

For a professional athlete, he 
said, “If he wins, he’s paid more. 
Almost his*sole object is to win, 
in any way.” — 

“That’s what the colleges have 
let themselves in for. They build

“These are boys and you can’t

SB YPEVER, I imagine, have so many women worked so hard to 
get husbands as in “WESTWARD THE WOMEN,” at 
LOEW’S STATE THEATER. A 140 of them, recruited in 

4 Chicago, set out on a covered wagon trek from Independence, 
Mo., in the early 1850s, to be brides of the 
workers on a California ranch. They en- 
counter all the difficulties of the usual cov- 
ered wagon saga in the form of Indians, 
flood, desert and mountains, and in addition 
are plagued by Robert Taylor, the wagon 
train boss, who makes like a top sergeant 
afflicted with a bad hangover. 

The 15 buckaroos guarding the train don’t take Robert 
seriously when he. tells them not to mess around with the 
women, and he has to shoot two of them, one for keeps, be- 
fore they catch on. The rest, except for the Japanese cook, 
the ranch owner, and one in love, all desert in the night, 
‘leaving the women to carry on almost by themselves getting 
the train past Indians, rocky slopes and burning sands. They 
do this so pluckily that even the tough Mr. Taylor softens 
visibly when one gives birth to a baby in the dregs of Death 
Valley. Of.course they all could have done it in more comfort 
by sailing round the Horn, but then there wouldn’t have been 
any movie to speak of. : 


This is an interesting enough variation of the Westward, 
Ho! business, and the women do look as robust as they're 
. supposed to, ‘and not like dolls fresh from the Copacabana 
line, However, Director William A. Wellman has compromised 
~ gome of his more vigorous scenes with touches of hokum, so 
instead of brutal realism, we have only a theatrical imitation 
thereof. 

Denise Darcel is the husky woman who finally ropes the 
hard-bitten Mr. Taylor. Henry Nakamura of “Go for Broke” 
supplies the comedy relief as the Japanese cook, and the huge 
Hope Emerson is certainly not unobtrusive as the leading spirit 
among the ladies. 


Not Good Hope 


The line between being funny and not being funny is one 
of the most elusive, shadowy and puzzling things in show busi- 
ness. The master wisecracker of our generation, Bob Hope, 
goes through all his usual antics in “MY FAVORITE SPY,” 
an . at the MISSOURI. The situation seems one 
made to order for him. He’s a burlesque 
comedian who is persuaded by our military 
intelligence to take the place of a famous in- 
ternational spy, whose double he is, in 
Tangier. In that exotic sphere he meets a 
svelte siren, Hedy Lamarr, and various silky 
but murderous gentlemen headed by Francis 
LL. Sullivan. Bob gets to be, in turn, arrogant, self-important, 

brash, terrified, sly, elaborately amorous, confused and zany. 
He does all the things he’s always done to get a hundred 

laughs. But this time, as far as I'm concerned, he doesn’t 
get them, except for a few chuckles at the beginning. 

Certainly Hope hasn’t lost his touch. The gags are the 
type usually manufactured for him. The chase sequence fol- 
lows the usual slapstick rules. 

It may be that by this time, Bob’s reactions to every 
situation are entirely too predictable; you know exactly what 
expression he’s going to use, almost what he’s going to say. 
That has never handicapped great comics like Chaplin and 
Lloyd. But Hope is essentially a gag comedian, not a visual 
clown. He uses up wise-cracks like a machine-gun uses up 
ammunition. And those turned out for him for this have en- 

‘tirely too much an assembly-line flavor. 

There seems to be a sterility of ideas holding this com- 
edy. back. It needs freshness and more imagination. Maybe 
Bob’s too used to easy laughs from radio studio or camp 
audiences who will roar at the wave of a placard and double 
up in knots over a local reference. Hope is consistently bet- 
ter than his material. But he still needs material.

When North raised the one- 
heart opening, South obviously 
concluded that game would be 
easy in that suit—so he bid it. 
(It is safe to say that most play- 
ers holding South’s cards would 
feel and do likewise.) However, 
when West opened diamonds and 
the suit was led for a second 
time, South had to lose one trick 
in diamonds, one in spades and 
two in clubs—so his estimate had 
been a little optimistic. 

It must be granted that a four- 
heart contract looked pretty good, 
but nevertheless, instead of jump- 
ing from two hearts to four, South 
should have made the strong and 
obviously exploratory bid of two 
spades. Since this would be a 
“reverse,” North would know 
that South had a strong hand. 
The worst that cout happen was 
that North would go back to 
three hearts, and then South, of 
course, should bid four. With 
North’s actual holding, however, 
and his knowledge that it is. better 
to play with a trump suit divided 
4-4 than one divided 5-4, North 
would raise the spades. Then 
South should choose four spades — 
instead of four hearts as the final 
contract.

THE KEY to the problem is 
the conversion of the Moslems 
and this is a missionary prob- 
lem. China is temporarily lost 
to Christ and our coneentration 
must be elsewhere—and we 
would say, first and foremost 
among the Moslems. 

Unlike other world religions, 
there. are points of contrast 
with Christianity: The Korean 
speaks of Christ more than any 
other religious personage, 
though it. denies His Divinity 
as the Son of God. The Nine- 
teenth Chapter of the Koran 
has verses on Christ and His 
Mother. The Moslems believe 
both in her Immaculate Con- 
ception and her Virgin Birth. 
Mohammed said that of all the 
women in Heaven, his own 
daughter, Fatima, was “the 
most blessed, next to Mary.” 

If our missionaries used an 
apologetic based on the Nine- 
teenth Chapter of the Koran 
and were satisfied to bring the 
Moslems to Mary, whom they 
venerate, then she would take 
them the rest of the way. With 
“traitorous trueness and loyal 
deceit” she would betray them 
into the hands of her Divine 
Son. However it be done, the 
missionary must save the cres- 
cent from the hammer and 
sickle. 

But we cannot throw all the 
burden on the missionaries. 
The Western World itself must 
have a change of heart, for it 
may well be that the Moslems 
and the Communists do not so 
much hate the fountain of 
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the fact that we are not at war 
and that, therefore, the ordi- 
nary international courtesies 
should be observed. That is the 
only way we will prevent such 
happenings as these from being 
repeated. Most of the satellite 
countries are in need of money 
and if they can kidnap Ameri- 
can citizens and hold them for 
a short time and get big ran- 
soms, and nothing disagreeable 
happens, we will surely find a 
more frequent number of kid- 
napings than we have had in 
the past.
